payment at a prife, whereof vntill that day they bad neuer heard them 
fpeakc.

cited the Lsetdemtnians to attempt it t And that they were tranfported 
with enuy againft the good Fortune of the Acheins , fo as they were 
nothing incenfed againft Clet mines , who had taken from them by 
ftcalth Tegea , amine* v and Qrthtmene , very ftroag Townes of

nstttius • At what time the Acbeins did not onely faue him, but en- 

tercainehim fo courteoufly and gracioufly, as they remitted all the 
wrongs which hee had done during his Reigne, and gaue him great ad* 
uancements in their Common-wealth. Finally,they made him Chiefs 
of the Acbeins. But this wicked man amongft all others, forgetting 
that great humanity and clemency, began prefently to plot how hee 
might make a league with cleomcnes , retiring himfelfe in that greateft 
neede foonc after to the Enemy : whereby the Acbeins^n&e ra great 
danger. Whofomefcwdayes after was taken in Warre, washeoot 
£ worthy to dye in the Night in the Prifon at Cencbrea , as Pbilarcbtts 
faith , but hec fhould rather haue beene carried throughout all Marta , 
andafeer that hee had fuffered infinite torments, to haue dy edcrudiy, 
Yet hee was onely ftrangled in Prifon, although hee 'had committed 
all forts of Villany. 

Moreouer, the fame Hiftoriographer holds a long difeourfe of the 
miferics Of the Mantiniens , as if hee thought it were the duty of an 
Hiftoriographer onely to relate cruell andvniufta&ions. In regard 
of the virtue and magnanimity of the Megalopolitains 3 which they 

fhewed at that time, he makes no mention, as if the duty of an Hifto- 

£ ry were rather to remember the wickednerfe and vices of men, than 
things well andcommendably done : Whereas the Readers of Hifto- 
rics fhali reape more profit by deeds which are worthy to bee imbra- 
cedand followed, than thofe which are vniuft, and to bee auoidedf 
Moreouer hee purfues his Difeourfe, how that Gfoments tooke the 
Citty, and that hee fent Letters to Mcffcna to the c Megalopolisains y 
aduifing them to returne into their Couhcrey which was whole, and 
to be of his party: And how the Megalopolitains could not endure they 
Ihould finilh the reading of the Letters, and could hardly forbeare from 
doing outrage to the meffenger, with many other petty triuiall things, 
D to.fiiewthe magnificence and modeftyof Cleomcnes towards his Ene¬ 
mies. But he forbeares to tell that which followed, and which was

they had amongft themfelues, but at fuch time when as all the Townes 
were firmely vnited together, and when as Fortune feemed to ftmie on 
them.

Others fubied to Wine, cannot reft vntill they be 
drunke, and fomegiuen too much to women, not only mine Townes 
and Common-weales, but alfo their Liues with infamy. Moreouer, B 
Cowardize and feare in priuate men is full of B eproach and difgrace, 
but in a Commaunder, it is fbmetimes the caufe of great Ioffe. Ouer- 
weening rafhnefle, Choller, and vaine bragging is preiudiciall, and pro¬ 
fitable to the Enemy. Beleeue me, fuch kind of men, doc eafily fall in¬ 
to the Snares and Anabufhes of their Enemies. And therefore if any 
one hauing difeduered the Vices of the Enemy, findes fome occafion 

whereby he may circumvent the Generali, he may eafily preuaile ouer 
the reft: For as an Enemy doth eafily boord a Sbippc when it is with¬

As ffanmbal had made this Difeourfe of the Roman Confull, fo he

all Tufcany to fire and Sword. The Confull inflamed herewith, think¬ 
ing that the Enemy made no account of him, holding it a great difho- 


nour to fuffcr the Goods of their Allies to bee thus ip oil'd ar d carried 
away before his face, could not take any reft. And theretoi e although 
that many aduifed him not to purfue Hannibal , r.or to fijJit with him, 
but to keepc bis Horfe and foote entire, vntill the comming of his D 
Companion, to the end that both Ar mies being ioy ntd, 1 hey might 
mannage the Warre by a common Councell, hee wou’d not doe any 
thing, giuing them no other anfwere, bur rhat they fh )uld confider 
what the people of Rome would fay, feeing the Enemy Camp’d in the 
middeft of Half , and march diredly to Rome without refinance, they 
fleep’ng in 1 ufeanj at his backe.

Wherefore when 
befell into the hands of his Enemies, hee was the caufe of great pre¬ 
judice to the X hebeins , and the ruine of their glory, which vntillthat 
time they had preferued: for the confidence he had in thofe, whom he 
thouid not haue trufted. 

The hkchapncdtoCfo//# Chiefeof the Romans, during the Warre 

. of Sjcily , for that he had indilcreedy thruft himfelfe into the Enemies 

"power. Diuers others haue fuffered the like. Wherefore they are 
worthy of blame, who without great confederation, fubmit them- 
feluesvnto their Enemies , and not they who (afmuch as in them lies) 
niannaged their Affaires difcrectly : for in truth no man-can gouerne 
them well, relying vpon another. If thoudoft them by certaine oc- 
cafions, which are conformable to reafon, thou (halt be blamelefte. 
The moft likely caufesof thiskindare, an Oath, Children, Wife, and 
for the moft certaine, the fore-paffed life. And if it happens that vn- 
der colour of thefe things, thou falft into an inconuenience, the faulte 
(hall not bee thine in fuffering, but theirs who commit the wrong. 

^ Wherefore we muftfeeke fuch Arguments and affurances, as in regard 
thereof, he inwhomyoutruft, maynotbreake the faith which hee 
hath giuen. But for chat there are few fuch, the beft will bee to haue 
a care of thofe which are conformable to reafon : fo as if wee be decei- 
ued therein, wee may not loofe our excufe with ftrangers: the which 
hath hapned to many of our Predeceflors, 

. It is a thing much more manifeft in thofe times whereof wee haue 
made mention, and of a later date, in that which hath bcfsAae Meus: 
who tell into his Enemies hands, although hee omitted nothing that 

q might be done for his fafety, prouiding for all things as much as Hu¬ 
mane fenfe could effeft. Wherefore the euent hath caufed comraifle- 
racionand pardon, in him which hath fuffered with ftrangers, and 
blame and hatred to thofe which haue done the outrage, Moreoucr, 

I do not find it ftrange to my Enterprize and firft intention, to aduer-, 
fife the Readers of the greatneffe of thefe things, and of the ambiti- 
ousdefireof the Roman and Carthaginian Common-weales. Who 
will not hold it fit co be confidered, how the Gouernours of fuch great 
tCities, not being ignorahe of the things which had happened in Italy 
and Spaine , hauing moreouer of either fide an equall hope of the fu¬ 
ture , and a prefent danger of the Warre, haue not beene contented 
with this apparent difeommodity, but contended for Sardinia and 
Sycily , imbracing the whole, notonely in hope, but with Expences 
and Preparations of Warre, which will mooue any than to wonder, 
that (hall obferue it all in perticular i Th@ Romans had two luflicienc 
Armies in Italy with their Confuls for their preferuations: And two c- 
therski Spaine , where Gneim had the leading of that by Land , and 
Eublius of the other by Sea.

And wee muft fometimes fearch by the 
times and places ofthe Eaft, and fometimes of the Weft: for that in this ^ 
part there is a knowledge, fo as fhe followes the Diurnall differences of 
the Eaft. There isalfo in this knowledge a manner of cafie confiderati- 
on. There is likewife the fame end almoft within a figure, and all are of 
Sence. For this caufc they iuftly commend the Poet,who brings in ruf¬ 
fes an excellent Prince, taking coniedurc of the Srarres, not onely to di- 
red a Nauigation, but alfo to mannage Warre at Land. Wee may in

And that ^AUmbri the Sonne of Sctne f was neare the mouth of a 
Riuer by fortugdt • the other ^Afdrubri in the Carpentim Conntrey 
field a City befieged ■ Either of which places were many dayes jour¬ 
ney diftant from the City of the Ctneteins. Studying then whether 
he fhould refolue to giue Battiile vnto the Enemy, if it were againft 
ell their forces, he fhould be in danger to be defeated, as well in re¬ 
gard of that which had befalne his Prcdeceflors, as for that their Ar¬ 
mies were great. If likewife he laboured to fight with’ the one, it

which hee hath done in Spain, hee hath ruined the Carthaginians^ and 
made fubi«6 vnto the Romans many good Countries in Lyhia , f rom the 
thiUntn Altars, to the pillars of Hercules. Hee hath alfo ruined Afia, 

Sind th z Affirm Kings. Finally, hee hath reduced to the obedience of 
the Remans the beft and greateft part of the World. And therefore if 
fact had pleafed hee might well haue Unbraced the opportunity to v- 
furpe a royal! power,in thefe Countries which hee hath inuaded and 
taken. The difdaine of fuch things (as Scipio hath wifely done) fur- 
pafleth not onely humane nature,but a diuine. This magnanimity doth « 
fo much cxcell other men, as no man would demaund of the Gods a 
greater fauour: I mcane then a Crowne, the which hee hath fo often 
refufed, being deliuered vnto him by fortune, and hath had his Countiy 
in more efteeme, and his owne honour then the great command of a 
v' royall power. Hee gaue icaue to all the Spaniards, being fer a part, to 

returne into their Country without ranfom,except three hundred horfe 
whereof hee gaue the choife to Andebale , gluing the reft; to thofe>\vhich 
had not any.

When hec had perforated the reft of the way in the night (for thofe 
Countries were conucnient for Horfemen)hc paft the Riuer at the break 
of day with the greateft part of his Army. The BattrU* Horfe-mcn 
being aduertifed by their Scouts,crie phe and fight with the Enemy vp. 
on the way. .. 

The King feeing chat hee was to maintaine their firft Charge, giues 
Courage to thofe which had becne accuftomed to accompany him in

fuch encounters,which were two thoufand Horfe: and commands the 
reft to cafttbcrafelues betwixt both, with their Troupes put into bat- - 

taile isofcuftomc. Finally, hee fights with the Hadrian Hotle which 
h , sVim ^ oi prefentc^i themfelues. ^ntiechut fcemed in this danger to haue fought 

\i\ihAntiocbtu- more valiantly then his men; fo as many petifiied on either fide. Yet 

the Kings men defeated the firft troupe of Horfe: Bat when the fecond 
and the third charged them, they were repuls'd turning their heads 
bafcly. But when as Ettle had giuen charge to the great power of the 
Horfe to march in Battaile, he freed the King and his Company, ter- 
rifyirig the Hadrians who were in diforder, and put them to flight. 
Wherefore when they were charged by all the Eto liens , theyceafed 
not to flie vntill hauing make a great Ioffe they were ioyned vnto Euthi- 
dtmt . And when as the Kings Horfe-men had made a great flaugh- 
rer, and taken many in the Citty, they prefently retired, and planted 
their Gampe neere the Riuer. It happened that in this fame Com*
